LONDON.—By the Associated Press.—The Near East situation 


continued to present disturbing potenlialities today with the revolu- 
tionary Greek army at Adrianople declaring it would not retire-and 
•with the victorious Turkish army concentrating at Brusa and Isibid, 
anxious to reach Constantinople and protect the Turks in Thrace. 


The uneasiness was increased by the fact that the allies are not 


generally considered to have sufficient armed forces to control either 
the Turks or the Greeks. 
One of the points of insistence regarding the present situation 
with respect to tbe neutral zone is that whatever zone is agreed upon 
may become permanently neutral. 
In this connection. Lord Curzon 


is believed to have informed Premier Poincare frankly that «he British 
were not working to secure exclusive control of the straits; that they 
had too many undertakings already and would be satisfied with the 
league of nations, American 01- any participation which would make 
the straits open to commerce and neutral in time of war.

Jungle Stuff 


D 


OWN in the tropics, takes place one of the 
most interesting peculiarities of the great 


mystery, life. This one deals with a partner- 
ship between plants and insects for mutual 
protection. 
Come into the jungle. 
See the 


leaf-cutting ants, one of the most destructive 
insects of the tropics. They frequently strip *a 
tree of its entire foliage in a night. The ants 
lug away the leaves over i*oads which they have 
built. These roads are six inches wide, some- 
limes a mile long, and are kept in repair and 
free of vegetation by squads of "white-wing" 
jjiits. At the far end of the road the ants turn 
1he leaves into a compost, or fertilizer, from 
which springs up a fungus growth, a kind of 
mushroom for which the ants are gluttons. 
"These minute insects have become expert 
mushroom growers," says Dr. F. J. Seaver, who 
tells the story in a lecture at the New York 
Uotanical Garden. 


The leaf-cutting ants turn from the trees 


and attack certain jungle plants. Maybe these 
plants have intelligence, maybe not. 
At any 


rate, they seek a means of protection. Presto! 
An "idea" comes to them. They change their 
shape, alter their structure until they become 
small hotels. Colonies of fighting ants observe 
that the plants have provided ideal 
housing 


and feeding quarters. They move in. And they 
protect their homes. 
Let .a leaf-cutting 
ant 


come marauding in—and it never gets out alive. 
The army ants kill it. They also protect the 
plants against all other insects. As a military 
alliance."what do you think of this combina- 
tion between plants and ants?

the value of a good rest, and a good 
fitting ration. 
A cow that is milked 
almost up to the time she freshens 
can not make a good record unless 
fed very heavily after she freshens 
which usually ends with a cow off 
feed for the inexperienced feeder. 


Neither can a cow 
produce 
her 


maximum without being fed a ration 
that will rebuild worn tissues and 
establish a reserve to draw upon af- 
ter she freshens.

'As these 
tissues are largely protein it is logi- 
cal that she should be fed a high pro- 
tein ration. 
A good ration for this 


purpose is composed of 100 pounds 
bran, 100 pounds hominy, 100 pounds 
oats and 100 pounds oil meal, the 
amount fed varies with condition of 
cow, -from four to ten pounds daily 
being the usual average.
